Fitzroy Alexander’s

Federation, said in a press 
statement: 

“Firstly, we find it difficult to 
comprehend why the in- 
vestigation was held in 
Sydney, over 500 miles away 
from the scene of the crime. 
(Physical assault is a crime). 

“The members of the in- 
vestigation committee were 
flown in from several States. 
Surely it would have been 
just as simple for the commit- 
tee to have met in Melbourne. 
But, then, if they had followed 
this format, it would have 
been more embarrassing not 
to have the referee, his two 
linesmen and the P.S.L. in- 
spector attend the hearing. 

“We would point out that 
these four gentlemen were 
appointed by the P.S.L. as 
their official representatives

“The fine of $5000 is 
neither a punishment nor a 
deterrent. This amount can be 
raised by the club in a few 
hours by making collections 
in the various cafes and cof- 
fee lounges frequented by 
their supporters. 

“The P.S.L. itself will in- 
crease its funds by that 
amount but the referee who 
was injured and lost financial- 
ly by not being able to attend 
his employment received only 
his match fee. He is not 
covered by any insurance 
policy held by the P.S.L. 

“So with these facts in 
mind, how can we or any 
other sporting body consider 
the findings of the P.S.L 
anything else but ridiculous?”

TONY BOGGI: MAN 


IN THE

A coach whose team struggles near the bottom of the 
league at the start of the season is invariably in the hot 


seat. 


The coach himself may not be to blame, but it is a cold fact of life 


that he is often made the scapegoat. 


Tonny Boggi of Fitzroy 
Alexander is well aware of this 
harsh reality. 

However, the irrepressl- 
ble, likeable Italian remains 


philosophical and good- 
humoured in the face of all 
adversity. 


He is no newcomer to this 

game. He knows that soccer 
is as unpredictable as a 
woman. 
“Our luck has been down in 
the early part of the season,” 
he says. “Things haven't been 
going particularly well, partly 
because we've not been get- 
ting the breaks. 

“What's more, we had that 
stupid riot after the game 
against Adelaide Hellas, and 
the next week Branko Buljevic 
was Carried off after only four 
minutes with a bad knee in- 
jury against Canberra.

However, Boggi moved to 
Juventus to take over the 
reserve team. Vic Janczyk, 
the former Victoria and 
Polonia star, was first team 
coach at the time but Boggi 
succeeded him in 1970. 

That year, Juventus made 
a clean sweep of the honors. 
It won the State League (by 
six points), the State League 
Cup and the Dockery Cup 
and also beat NSW cham- 
pion, Yugal. 

The playing staff under 
Boggi included some great 
players — Tommy McCol, the 
former Socceroo, Sandy ir- 
vine, who represented Vic- 
toria and is now with 
Frankston City (State 
League), George Kinnell, 
Jock Goodwin, Jack Reilly, 
who played for Australia in 
the 1974 World Cup finals in 
Munich, and Gareth 
Salisbury. 

Boggi’s name went Into the 
record books as one of the 
most successful coaches in 
Victorian soccer history. 

“It was very hard coaching 
that team,’' said Tony. 
‘Juventus had so many good 
players, It was difficult to 
pick the team. | had to try to 
maintain the balance and the 
happiness of the side. In one 
game, | even had McColl, a 
brilliant player, on the bench!" 

Tony singles out McColl 
and Kinell as the best players 
in that 1970 Juve tearm. 

“McColl had so much skill 
and natural ability,” said 
Tony. “He had the knack of 
scoring goals, and was our 
match winner. 

“Kinnell was the tower of 
strength in defence.” 

Boggi coached Juventus 
until 1972, when he decided 
he needed a rest. 

However, it was not long 
before he was back on the 
soccer scene — as coach of 
Frankston, Keilor-Austria and 
Alexander. 

In 1973, he was appointed 
Victorian State coach. Once 
again he was successful. 

Victoria managed to beat 
the touring Bristol Rovers 2- 
1, in what Is the State’s only 
win over a touring British 
side. 

The next step up for Boggi 
was to the national team 
coaching job, a position that 
was given to him in a 
caretaker capacity after the 
controversial Brian Green 
quit and returned to Eng- 
land. 

In four matches under 
Boggi, Australia won two 
games, drew one and lost 
one. One of the victories was 
against Glasgow Rangers, 
who went down to the Scc- 
ceroos 1-2 in Brisbane. 

"It was a terrific thrill to 
beat Rangers,” said Tony. 
“The Scots didn't want to lose, 
and they were most upset 
after the game.” 

Tony said that Derek 
Parlane was the most impres- 
sive Rangers player 

“Parlane was playing really 
well and was a deadly 
striker,’ said Tony. “He's 
fallen away recently, though,” 

Colin Stein and John 
Greig, “the hard man” also 
caught Tony's eye 

For Australia, Peter 
Ollerton (South Melbourne 
Hellas), Ray Richards (mar- 
coni), Jimmy Rooney (Mar- 
coni) and Brendan Grosse 
(St. George) were the best 
players. 

“Grosse was only a 
youngster at the time,” said 
Tony, “but he hasn't been 
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given a chance in national 
sides since then.” 


Australia's other results 
with Boggi at the helm were; 
v. China 1-0, v Glasgow 
Rangers (in Sydney) 0-1, v 
Benfica 2-2. 


However, even though 
Boggi was successful as 
national team boss, he 
wouldn't want such a job. 

“Unless you did the job full 
time, didn't have any family 
commitments, and were paid 
very well," said Boggi, “It's not 
worth it.” 


While Marconi has become 
Alexander's bogey team, 
Boggi has a big respect for 
the Sydney club's midfield 
star, Roberto Vieri. 

“He’s an old man,” said 
Boggi, “and he’s not as fit as 
the others, but he can still 
make people look stupid with 
hia skills. He reads the game 
so well that he doesn’t have 
to do too much running.” 

“He's the best player I've 
seen in the P.S.L.” 

Even though he still has the 
task of lifting Alexander, the 
irrepressible Boggi will still be 
managing a few laughs.

There’s no substitute for

Born in Aldershot, near 
London, he qualifies for 
Scotland through his parents’ 
background and could be 
called the first Englishman to 
captain Scotland. 

Masson, 32 years old, is 
another thoroughly mature 
and experienced player and 
Hartford, despite having a 
hole in the heart, has become 
a key man at Manchester City 
and has a more refined ap- 
proach than Gemmill. 

lf, by some chance, 
MacLeod goes for Souness 
for one of the midfield posi- 
tions, Australians will have a 
“home-town boy” to cheer 
during the finals. Souness, it 
will be remembered, played 
as a guest for West Adelaide 
Hellas in the Australian 
national league last year, after 
his club Middlesbrough had 
toured Australia. Since then, 
he has transferred to Liver- 
pool for about $550,000. 

in attack, MacLeod will cer- 
tainly use Liverpool's Kenny 
Dalglish and Manchester 
United’ big striker Joe 
Jordan. MacLeod has said he 
hopes to use a traditional 
winger and if so, the nod must 
go to Willie Johnston of West 
Brom, who tore apart 
Czechoslovakia and Wales in 
World Cup qualifying 
matches. 

Unfortunately, this would 
leave no room for Aston 
Villa's Andy Gray who, 
together with Malcolm Mac- 
donald, was England’s most 


successful goalscorer last 
season. 


And so, the Scotland team, 
as | see it, will be: Rough; Jar- 
dine, Forsyth, McQueen, Jar- 
dine; Rioch, Masson, Hart- 
ford; Dalglish, Jordan, 
Johnston. 


Of these, Jardine, McGrain, 
Dalglish, and Jordan played 
in the 1974 finals in West Ger- 
many, where Scotland failed 
to qualify for the second 
round. 


The Scots were unbeaten 
in the first round, but wasted 
their superiority over Zaire, 
winning by only 2-0 and thus 
lacking the goals required to 
qualify on goal. average. 


ironically, Scotland was 
the only team unbeaten in 
that finals series. Even world 
champion West Germany lost 
a match — against East Ger- 
many in the second round. 


Of Scotland's failure in 
1974, Danny McGrain says: 
“We won't make that mistake 
again. We were a different 
team four years ago. It was 
the first time we had qualified 
for the finals in 16 years and 
naturally enough we were all a 
bit nervous. 


“it will be different this time. 
We know what to expect and 
we are more experienced. I'm 
certain we have learned our 
lesson.”

went on in West Germany, 


Scotland's biggest test so 
far came on its tour of South 
America, where it beat Chile 
4-2, drew 1-1 with Argentina 
and lost 0-2 to Brazil. 


They weren't particularly 
heartening results for a team 
whose sights are set on pos- 
albly winning the World Cup. 

The victory over Chile must 
be viewed in perspective, for 
Chile had been eliminated

from the World Cup two 
months earlier and had hast 
ly reassembled a nationa 
team for this game. Daiglitsh 
Macari and Hartford scorec 
in that match, with Chrisost 
scoring for Chile. 


In the Argentina match 
Pernla and Johnston were 
sent off after a clash and bott 
goals came from penalties — 
Masson scoring for Scotlan< 
and Passarella equalising. 


For the Brazil game 
Scotland missed Jordan 
Gray, Macari and McQueen 
but MacLeod made no ex- 
cuses after the defeat, realis- 
ing that his team had rarely 
threatened the Brazil goal. 


MacLeod has been the 
major Sourcé of inspiration to 
the Scottish team ever since 
he was appointed to replace 
Willie Ormond who resigned 
to return to club fobdtball. 


Yet MacLeod got the jot 
only after Jock Stein hac 
turned it down, explaining he 
did not want to leave Celtic.

“Listen,” he 
said. “People say Jock Stein

Billy McNeil of Celtic. Billy 
Bremner of Leeds and Celtic 
goalkeeper John Thomson 
who died in 1931 after bravely 
diving at the feet of Rangers 
centre forward Sam English. 


Scotland missed the pre- 
war World Cups because it 
was not in FIFA then, but 
could have gone to the 1950 
‘finals in Brazil. The British 
championship was used as 
the qualifying group and 
when, for the last game, 
England travelled to 
Hampden, both teams were 
sure of finishing in first and 
second positions to qualify. 


Yet oddly the Scots said 
they would go only if they top- 
ped the group. Ehgland won 
1-0 and Scotland stayed 
home. Perhaps the Scots has 
‘been made wary after their 0- 
1 loss to Austria at Hampden 
that year. 


In 1954, Scotland did go to 
the finals in Switzerland, but 
lost 0-1 to Austria and 0-7 
to defending champion 
Uruguay. In that game Varela, 
Schiatfino, Borges and the 
other Uruguay stars gave 
Scotland a football lesson 


In 1958, Scotland flopped 
again, losing to inexperienced 
Paraguay 2-3 and to France 
1-2, and that was the Scots’ 
last finals appearance for 16 
years. 


One disaster followed 
another. In 1961 goalkeeper 
Frank Haffey, who later 
played for Hakoah in Sydney, 
suffered a nightmare in 
Scotland's 3-9 loss to 
England at Wembley and ina 
Brussels play-ofi 
Czechoslovakia beat the 
Scots 4-2 to go on to the 
World Cup finals in Chile 
where the Czechs finished se- 
cond 


Qualifying for West Ger- 
many In 1974 was the 
breakthrough.

A couple of weeks later 
he was transferred from 
Queens Park Rangers to Der- 
byyin exchange for Welsh in- 
ternational Leighton James. 
About a year ago, there were 
reports in Scottish papers 
that Masson hag been ap- 
proached by Viétorian club 
Sunshine City to play guest 
games there. If it ever comes 
off, he'll be a big hit in front of 
Australian audiences.

That's just one of Frank’s 
opinions that would raise a 
few eyebrows, and maybe 
start off a few arguments. He 
has so many interesting 
things to say about soccer 
that it would probably take up

Micic’s soccer career 
began in his native 
Yugoslavia, where he played 
as a junior. 


When he was 17 his family 
migrated to the U.S.A. but 
Frank stopped over in Italy. 


'! stayed in Italy for one and 
a half years,” said Frank “and 
during that time | played in a 
small local league. It was very 
physical but it helped me. 
Players should learn from 
every game they play, no 
matter what standard it is.” 

A few of Frank's friends 
were migrating to Australia 
from Italy and he decided to 
join them — the day before 
the ship sailed! 

“| was too young to know 
any better," said Frank. “I 
went to see the immigration 
Officials in Italy and the next 
day | was on my way to 
Australia!” 

On the way over, Frank met 
three Yugoslavs, who were 
going to Australia to play with 
J.U.S.T. Frank, who says he 
was ‘all ears’ in his younger 
days, sized up the situation 
and decided that he too would 
join J.U.S.T. 

“| would listen, but not talk 
back when I was young,” said 
Micic, “Unfortunately, a lot of 
young soccer players today 
aren't willing to listen and 
learn.” = 

Micic was met by J.U.S.T. 
officials when he got off the 
boat in Melbourne, and two 
days later he played his first 
of about 600 games for the 
club. 

“| played in the J.U.S.T. 
reserves against Geelong,” 
said Frank, “as did the other 
three players who had just 
arrived. My legs were still 
shaking from the long boat 
trip, but we managed to draw 
2-2." 

Micic, who was 19 when he 
arrived in Australia, played 
the next week, again In the 
reserves. He scored a hat 
trick in his team’s 3-0 win 
over Box Hiil reserves and by 
doing so won promotion to 
the firat team. It's Ironic that 
Micic, whe had not really 
been expected by the 
J.U.S.T. officials, was the 
only one of the four newly-

Micic’s first team debut for 
J.U.S.T. was a game he'll 
never forget. It was against 
Juventus, top dogs of the 
State League at the time. 

“| had Rocky Frangionl 
Marking me,” said Micic, “and 
1 soon found that Australian 
soccer was very physical. 
Early in the game | tried to 
shield the ball from Rocky, 
but he just charged through, 
took the ball and sent me 
flying!” 

Juventus won the game 4-1 
and a few games later, Micic 
drifted back, into the 
reserves. 

“| needed time to adapt to 
the harder style of soccer,” 
said Frank, “out | knew |-was 
good enough.'' Micic 
regained his first team spot 
soon after and went on to 
become the heart and soul of 
J.U.S.T. 

It was against Juventus a 
couple of years jater in the 
Dockerty Cup that Frank 
played what he considered to 
be two of his most memorable 


games. 
* “All the papers said that 
Juventus would kill us,” said 
Frank. “With four minutes of 
the game remaining they led 
only 1-0. | picked up a ball 
near the centre circle, ran 
about 10 yards and then 
wacked the ball at goal. It 
went in, and the game ended 
1-1. 

“The papers then said that 
we were lucky, and that Juve 
would easily win the replay. 
We were down 0-2 at half time 
in the second match, but we 
fought back and won 3-2. It 
was a great effort” 

Many of the players who 
played those games against 
Juventus were in the 1963 
J.U.S.T. team, which in 
Frank's opinion was the best 
the club has had.-The 1963 
team lined up like this: 


Marko Fode, Rale Rasic, 
Billy Rice, Milenko Rusmir, 
Cec Dixon, Frank Mlcic, Enio 
Marinovic, Vero Miadenovic, 
Ivan PIki, Mirko Pejovic, 
Tommy Stankovic. 


In 1963 J.U.S.T won the 
State League championship 
and the Dockerty Cup. That 
‘double’ hasn't been achieved 
by any other J.U.S.T. team. A 
full list of the honors J.U.S.T. 
won the Micic in the team 
reads as follows: 

1860 — Ampol Cup and 
Australian Ampo!l Cup 

1963 — State League and 
Dockerty Cup 

1966 — Ampol Cup 

1969 — State League 

1971 — State League 

1973 — State League. 

1974 — State League Cup 
1975 — State League Cup 
1976 — State League Cup 
and Dockerty Cup. 

Another memorable 
game for Frank was the 1963 
Dockerty Cup final between 
Polonia and J.U.S.T. 
Footscray won 4-3 and Micic 
says it was the “greatest club 
match ever played in 
Victoria”. 


As well as playing over 600 
club matches, Micic has 
played for Victoria 60 times 
and represented Australia in 
seven official games. 


“My most memorable 
game for Victoria was against 
Roma of Italy in the 1960's,” 
said Frank. “There were 
about 45,000 people jammed 
into Olympic Park, and it was 
a beautiful day for soccer. 
Victoria went down 2-4, but 
we gave a good account of 
ourselves.” 

During his time in the State 
team, Micic played alongside 
Vic Janczyk (Polonia) and 
Mike de  Bruyckere 
(Ringwood City). Along with 
Tommy Stankovic, those two 
are the greatest players to 
play in Australia, in Frank's 
opinion. 

“E learned a lot from 
Janczyk, de Bruyckere and 
Stankovic,"’ said Micic. 
“Young players must learn for 
themselves how to play 
soccer. No coach can teach a 
player how to play.” 

Micic's first experience with 
the Australian team left him 
very disappointed. Frank 
picks up the story. 

“| was selected in a 22-man 
squad for 9 games against the 
touring Everton in 1964. | 
went to Sydney and was 
picked in the ‘B’ team which 
played a trial game against 
Canterbury. We won 4-0, and 
! scored a goal. Then 
someone in the ‘A’ team had 
to pull out because of an 
injury and because both 
teams only had the bare 11 
players | was asked to play 
again.”’ Micic had just 
stepped off the field after the 
‘B' game, and went straight 
back into action. 

“They were real pressure 
games,” he continues, “as 
everyone was fighting for a 
place and the honor of 
representing their country.” 

The ‘A’ team played 
Hakoah, and won 2-1, with the 
irrepressible Micic scoring 


“The coach, Jim Kenna, 
was very impressed,” said 
Micic, “and said that | would 
definitely play in the first 
Everton v. Australia game in 
Melbourne.” 


However, much to Frank’s 
disappointment and anger, he 
was put on the bench. 

“| was going to come on as 
a substitute 30 minutes from 
the end,” said Micic, “but 
Everton wouldn't allow it. The 
Everton officials said there 
were to be no substitutions 
unless a player was injured. 


“Everton didn’t muck 
around, and beat Australia 8- 
2 in that Melbourne game. 
Most of ‘the touring teams 
these days treat their visit to 
Australia as a holiday.” 

Micic got his big chance in 
the Sydney game and played 
at centre half. He was picked 


played most of his early 
games for Victoria there. 

“| had to play as a stopper 
for Victoria,” said Micic, 
“because we had two very 
good half backs — Tony Vella 
and Janczyk. It wasn’t until 
Vella drifted out of the 
Victorian side that | played in 
my normal position of wing 
half for the State.” 

Australia lot 1-4 to Everton 
in Sydney, but did better than 
it had done in Melbourne. At 
half time the score was 1-1. 
Micic says that Derek Temple 
and Jimmy Gabriel were the 
best Everton players. 

The Australian team for 
that game _ included 
goalkeeper Ron Lord, Les 
Scheinflug (coach of 
Brisbane Lions last season), 
Leo Baumgartner (former 
Austrian international), 
Tommy Stankovic, Herbert 





















































international) and Mita 
Stojanovic, who played 189 
games for Red Star of 
Yugoslavia. 


Although Micic may have 


played his last game for 
J.U.S.T., his contribution to 


that club and to soccer 
should never be forgotten. If 
he does transfer to Wests, it 
may affect hia chances of 
being given a testimonial, but 
this man really does deserve 
one. 


Hopefully, Micic will not be 
lost from soccer when he 
retires from playing. With his 
wealth of knowledge and 
experience, he would make a 
great coach. 


“Most young Australian 
players are brought up in 
soccer incorrectly,” said 
Frank. “They are taught to 
tackle hard and run non-stop,
